The Inside History of a Very Peculiar 
— Transaction. 


Papa Perkins, the Real-Estate Men 
and the Contract. 


Killed by the Cars-A Barglar Caught—Ninth

Sufferers. Etc. 


The true inside history of that $25,000 
raised by Mrs. McDonald, who is now rals- 
ing such a scandal in San Francisco, has 
never yet been fully told. Tite Times is at 
last in a position to tell it. 

When Mrs. McDonald was down here she 
wanted $25,000. She said it was to purchase 
herself a home here. William Ferguson, 
the well-known liveryman, who is said to 
be related to her, went on her notes, and 
the money was obtained from a Los An- 
geles bank—Mr. Ferguson being of course 
known. as perfectly good.“ Later, when 
the notes became due and were not paid, 
Mr. Ferguson went to San Francisco and 
saw Mrs. McDonald, and at his request. she 
deposited a check for $25,000 in the Bank 


of California to meet them, and 
the bank here was 50 notified. 
While the notes were in __ transit 


from this city to San Francisco, the officers 
of the Bank of California, through some 
oversight, returned to Mrs. Mebon— 
ald her $25,000 check. This check was so 
indorsed that it could be used only to meet 
the notes; but it is charged that after it 
came back into Mrs. MeDonald’s hands 
some one took an acid and erased that 
of the indorsement. Mrs. MeDonald then 
deposited the altered check in another 
bank. The case was then a very odd one. 
Mrs. McDonald had the money, the Los An- 
eles Bank had the notes, and the Bank of 

alifornia * held the sack,“ bein 1 
ble for the notes aggregating $25, Find- 
ing itself in such a predicament, the Bank 
of ‘california went at once to Mrs. MeDon- 
ald’s lawyer, Gen. W. II. L. Barnes, and 
laid the case before him. He went to his 
fair client, informed her Mat she must dis- 
orge, or the bank could make it horribly 
orrid for her. She demurred very vigor- 
— but the General showed her that it 

to be done, and she finally consented 
with il! grace. The check was withdrawn 
from the other bank and returned to the 
Bank of California; the notes were paid, 
and the bank in Los Angeles got its money: 
so all was serene. It seems, therefore, that 
Swalm, Mrs. McDonald's dude lover here, 
did not get the coin at all. As to where 
she got the $25,000 which she deposited with 
the Bank of California to meet the notes, it 
is supposed to have been practically the 
same $25,000 which she borrowed in Los 
Angeles.

Perkins signed 'the contract, which was 
to the effect that the lan was to remain in 
the hands of Gardiner & Clarke for one 
year, and that the property was not to be 
sold for less than 10,000, and all realized 
over that amount should be divided between 
the agents and Mr. Perkins. After the con- 
tract had been signed, Mr. Perkins states 
that he felt that he had done a very foolish 
thing, and commenced sending messages to 
Gardiner & Clarke to have the contract 


agents found a purchaser, who, it seems, 
would be willing to pay 82 000 tor the tract 
of land.

000 and the agents, as their share, would 
get $11,000.

FROM TOPOLOBAMPO. 


Two More Victims of That Gigantic 
Fraud Escape. 

Fred Rambaud and John Clendening, 
who are late residents of Topolobampo, 
Mexico, the starvation colony, arrived in 
this city yesterday, and were seen by a 
TIMES reporter. They tell a frightful tale 
about the sufferings of the poor half-starved 
colonists. When Mr. Rambaud left, on the 
4th of last June, there were about two hun- 
dred and fifty half-starved people who did 
not have a cent of money, and were living 
on Indian corn, which they soaked over 
night and boiled in the morning. There 
was nota particle of meat or a 18 of 
sugar or salt in the camp, and coffee is an 
article that has become almost unknown to 
them. Members were sick with the coast 
fever, and the women and children were 
starving to death. Mr. Clendening left on 
the 16th of July. At that time there were 
ef old men, fifty women and seventy-five 
little children in camp. He pictures their 
condition, as being most horrible. A few 
days before he left they had sent out a peti- 
tion asking the Government to send a 
steamer to their assistance. The weather 
is very hot, and the people are not pro- 
tected from the sun, as the mud mhuts be- 
come like bake-ovens. He is confident 
that but few will be found alive unless aid 
reaches them very soon. Mr. Rambaud 
came on a bicycle, and Mr. Clendening 
secured passage on a coaster.

Mr. Murphy is a 
resident of Tucson, where he has been a 
member of the police force and also served 
a term as coroner. He was also chief of 
police at Stockton fora year. After the

Before leaving T ucson I knew of McQueen 
another person having attempted to 
purchase giant cartridges, and had other 
reasons for thinking he had some_connec- 
tion “— the robbery. Went to National 
City where McQueen was workin ng and 
went to work as a laborer for the Cal fornia 
Southern Railroad Company in order 
watch him. I worked there seventeen days.

1873-˙76. 


This office is in possession of the fol- 
lowing letter and the certified trans- 
cript therein referred to: 


July 15, 1887.—DeAR Sin: 
Your favor of the 8th iast. reached me today, 
I forwarded you by registered mail yester- 
day the {certifiea| transcript of record in the 
Eastman & Golson whisky case [1875 and 
1876.| The final disposition of the case you 
will find in the last two or three of 
the record. . . . When you read the re- 
port of this whisky ring, as recorded by the 

pers at the time, you will be astonished 
at the enormity of the crime and the gigan- 
tic conspiracy of. the rin that 
had control, with its ramifications 
in nearly all the large cities in the country. 
It was a crime against the Government only 
second to the great rebellion itself. Never 
was a ring in more complete control in the 
perpetration and execution of the crime of 
defrauding the Government out of the tax 
on Whisky. It involved high Government 
officials, who violated their solemn oath of 
office, and received a share of the ‘‘boodle” 
—filthy lucre of the most degrading. kind. 
rhe ring was so powerful that the Govern- 
ment itself was taxed to its utmost to 
break up the ring and punish some of the 
leaders. In order to do this it had to use 
the testimony of criminals to convict crim- 
mals. The testimony against them (East- 
man & Golson) was dismissed on account 
of an agreement between counsel that they 
should “turn State’s evidence.“ {The rec- 
ord shows that this was done.] Although 
the story is a very long one, and the offense 
was committed inany vears ago, it is still 
very interesting reading. JULES.

A. Eastman, now editor of the Los 
Angeles Tribune, a person who does 
not seem to understand the impolicy, 
not to say danger, of throwing stones 
while himself occupying a cos of glass.

into court, taking. the firm’s account 
books with him, confessed guilt and 
made a clean breast of the whole 
crooked transaction, developing the 
astounding fact that the firm, which 
had been in business two years when 
it was seized by a solid minion (no 
brevier) of the Government, had been 
crooked eighteen months of that time 


and straight only six months. 
The indictment- has twenty-three

“Indictinent a true hill.“ signed Samuel 
Hoard, foreman“ of the grand jurors 
of the United States of America, 
chosen, reélected and sworn in and 
for the Northern District of IIlinois, 
and acting upon their oaths.” 

The transcript is indorsed: ‘Filed, 
November 5, 1875. William II. Brad- 
ley, clerk.“ The agreement between 
counsel, whereby the indictment was 
dismissed, stipulated that in case the 
said defendants should divulge the 
facts within their knowledge as to the 
alleged whisky frauds, fully and fairly, 
and turn State’s evidence, they 
should have, among other things,

The Telautograph. 
{Springfield Union.] 
And now Prof. Elisha Gray, of tele- 
phone fame, eomes to the front with a 
new invention, destined to revolution- 
ize the present system of tele graphie 
communication, which he dubs the 
telautograph. The principle involved 
is the reproduction of the exact fac 
simile of a written message. For in- 
stance: If a Springfield man happens 
to be in New York and wants to send 
his wife a check tor money, he simply 
writes it out there, and the moment he 
is through it is in his wife’s hands here. 
The electric current is, of course, an 
important factor in the invention, but 
the chief feature is the plate or instru- 
ment on which the writing is done. 
No special kind of pen or pencil has to 
be used; in fact, a sharp-pointed in- 
strument of any kind will answer the 
purpose. The paper on which the wyit- 
ing is done and the autograph repro- 
duced does not have to be prepared. It 
is the pressure on the plate which gives 
the impulse to the machine, while the 
reproduction is brought about by a 
tracing point, which may be a properly- 
inked pen, or even an ordinary lead 
pencil attached to a movable arm in the 
receiving machine. Prof. Gray has 
made a number of satisfactory experi- 
ments, and has his invention fully cov- 
ered by caveats. This is an age of in- 
vention and progress, and there have 
been apparently more impracticable in- 
ventions than Prof. Gray's telauto- 
graph.

Senator Stanford Before the Com-

The sev- 
eral amounts due on contracts are large, 
but as they will all come under the terms 
of the proposed settlement, there will be no 
loss if it is fully carried out hereafter. 

A meeting of the holders of the Dresbach 
and Rosenfeld contracts was held this afters 
noon, when the agreement to settle upon the 
proposed basis was accepted by all creditors 
except one who refused to sign. It is said 
that he is a broker representing Jerry 
Lynch, the mining operator, who is now be- 
pohly to have been heavily interested in the 
aeal. 

DUN’S REVIEW OF THE SITUATION.

He 
then went on to state that he had arrived 
at my home in Kansas City just after I had 
left, and that my wife had told him I was 
on my way to California, and that hearing 
this, instead of remaining in Kansas Cit 
for a few days as he had at first intend 
he had hurried to the depot and caught the 
same train with me. He seemed to be such 
a nice young man, and appeared to know 
all about me, and did so much for me to

[t-is a mortifying evidence of the 


about to put on record. Just how 
much of the incidents here given trans- 
pired, we are not able to state, and this 
version of the affair is offered with a 
hope that there may be some one yet. 
living that will be able to clear up the 
partial, uncertainty connected with it. 
In 1850, in the Gulf of Mexico, on 
board the United States mail steamer 
Cherokee, there was an incident similar 
to the case of young Upsher and his 
partner, who were executed off the 
coast of Long Island, on board a United 
States ship.
